EXTRACT FROM. GOVERNOR'S SPEECH IM THE 
LEQISLATIVE. COUNCIL. ; 

However, tt blame is to be attached to the 
Government in the past Iam determined at all 


‘events that [t shall not be attached to thé 


Government in the future, and with this object I 
have asked the Attorney General to propare a 
Bill the mein principle of which I will exdeavour 

to exptain to you as shortly as possible. As stated 
by Mr. Leach jast now, thatyery able~ dad:

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MAJOR VON HANNEKEN.

As the name of Major Von Hanneken bas 
recently been prominently before the public in 
connectlon with the Kocwshéng catastrophe, and 
as bis recent appolntment by the Viceroy Li 
Hung-chang to the important juttes of Adjutant- 
General and Inspector of the Pelyang Coast 
Defences ia !Ikely to give blm a leading role in 
the war between China and Japan, the following 
blopraphical sketch of bis carcer, published in 
the latest {ssue of Der Ostastatische Lloyd, will 
be read with interest :— 

Constantin von Hanncken comer from « 
soldier's farnllv whose fame fs several generations 
old; Hisfatber, a general, and formerly Governor 
of Maintz, took a Jeading part io the reorganisation 
of the Prussian army, the effects of which were 
seen in 1866 at Sadowa and in 1870 agalnat 
France, His son Constantin recelved. his, 
education at a cadet-school (Kadeftenschuls) and 
was made lleotenant in the Infantry in 1873, But 
as he showed the greatest interest for the Artillery, 
he afterwards entered that branch of the service, 
Under his father’s direction he studied fortlfica- 
tion building and tecticr, At the end of the 
seventies he came to China at the {nvitation of Li 
Hung-chang, whose alde-de-camp he became, the. 
first and only position of this kind which was ever 
fie ton forelgoer, The Viceroy soon entrusted 

i with varlous undertakings, amongst others 
the establishment of a schzol for Infantry and 
Artillery, in which promising Chinese | were to 
be taught the modern German methoc™ of 
warfare. ‘He alsoformeda pontoon-trala, woich 
did very work. 

Notwithstanding the pressure on bls time of 
his various occupations he showed rémarkable 
aptitude In learning the Chinese language, and 
few forelgners have a better mastery of thie 
tongue, especially when appiledto milltary affairs. 
He made the drafts tor the: big fort back of 
Pehtang (on, the Pelho), which assures toa 
considerable extent the safety of Tientsin, and 
it was on plans.drawn out by bim that: the 
fortifications of Taku were altered and the 
Artillery remodelled, : 

When war. was threatening between China 
and Japan (n 1880, Mr. von Hannekeo waa sent 
to Port Arthur in Manchorla, to examine the 
topography of the place and make proposals as 
to the best method of iisfortification, His 
were submitted tothe Governor General, who 
approved of them, and ia December, 1880, Mr. 
von Hanneken was sent to this place to execute 
the work, He took with bim five soldiers, an 
official who spoke @ little French and a large

number of silver hare, So equipped be went to | ¥ 


thin deserted place, where there wero no work. 
men; no tools, and neither cement nor any salt- 
able stone, Latouring under the greatest diffi- 
culties be began to engage masons and coolies, 
import cement and bring stones from the granite- 
quarries of Shantung. In time, owing to his treat- 
ing the workmen well, he got from four to five 
thousand men together, by whose ald be planned 
the terrain and laid the foundations on which be 
at last erected bis masterpiece, the great fort 
which crowns the hill aod bss command of the 
whole harbour, Considering that he had 
practically no skilted help, it can easily be under- 
stood how difficult the undertaking was, Vey 
scon casemates, barracks, magazines, officers’ 
quarters, etc., appeared, and the fortification was 
complete, When In 1884 /dmiral Courbet 


seemed about to thresten Port Arthur, the |. 


fortifications had so far advanced that an attack 
of the combined French military 
forces was thought to be Impossible and was not 
attempted.

Ina will make his name live in the railitary 
history of the East, and the information as to 
his ssfety will certainly be learned with satis- 
faction by the country which he has made his 
second home.

F'was recently told that tbe Chinese had 
lost f.om ten to twenty warsh!p; end 20,000 men 
had gone down | The next day I beard that the 
Chinese had captured the Joparese Empetor | 
It 8 gold that 1,000 troops of this plece have 
heen ordered to bald themselves in readiness to 
go North, A vallant barber in the interfor 
assaredeager listeners that 99 Russian warabips, 
bearing troops, had. arrived and myriads of 
Chinese soldiers we e being sent to Woosung to 
prevent them comirg Inland and to annibilate 
them. . The native authoritles bare are said to 
be taking precantlons against any native rising. 

Some Intetligent and educated natives re'urn- 
Ing a day or two ego from the ‘south of 
the province stele. that the news of the 
war had spread even to remote districts 
and was a subjcct of conversation, With 
them on the boat travelled an employé in a 
large yamén at the Klangsi capltal, who gave 
them some of the current talk of the people, and 
{t was not at all flattering to the officials, It 
seeme that the officials are re arded as no longer 
raling for the benefit of the country or people, 


“but parely for thei: own aggrandisement. They 


are said to devole themselves to feasting, pleasure, 
and the hoarding of money. Talents and 
abilities are at adiscount in any asplrant to office, 
silver secme to be the only key 10 ¢ffictal prefer- 
ment and corruption retgns supreme ; the entire 
system seems to be rotten to (he core, and my 
Informents tell me that matters heave tecome 
very much worse in the Sant two decades, 

Some. more light has been lately thrown on 
the Plogsan rebellion, I sm told thet the people 
were poverty. tricken and starving under ¢ fficial 
oppression and poor crops, and rose upon the 
tpper classes, helping themselves to the stores 
of the rich. Aprominent and wealthy resident 
being informed beforehand of events that weuld 
probably take place, weot and Interviewed 
the magistrate and privately warned him 
of impending trouble. The magistrate dic- 
eeedited the news and rudely told bis 
fief, rmer that he was mistaken snd dismissed 
bim. At the time mentioned, the people rose, 
soldlers were sent agalnst the unarmed peasantry 
and massacred at thelr sweet will, When thlogs- 
had settled down the gentteman referred to above 
wacthe first arrested, taken to the capital and, 
without the shadow of a trial, bebeaded. A 
relative went to Peking and brought charges 
agalost the Macchu Govercor, but bis popularity 
with the Throne, and especially bts silver, ‘pro- 
cured a dismissal of the charges and a return to 
Kiangsl for another term ol se:vice as Governor. 
T hear-that forther charges {n a similar case have 
gone to Peklrg against this same Governor 5 
bat probably nothiog will come of It. People say 
that the Manchus have Jost the power to govern, 
It lp widely believed that the Emperor has vast 
stores of treature laid. up, and in any case of 
serlous difficolty: he would flee with this to his 
nativebome. IfChina is badly crippled by Japan 
in the present war, it {s anticipated by many that 
the country will be planged into a state of 
anarchy. What the end of all the present dis 
tarbances and complications will be no one can 
possibiy foesee. ‘
